STANFORD UNIVERSITY 
ASKS AID OF PUBLIC. 


NEEDS FROM SEVEN TO TEN 
MILIAON DOLLARS IF WORK 
A F. NIGHT WIRE) 
STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Sept. 
9.— President Ray Lyman Wilbur 
issued a statement today declaring 
that Stanford University had 


‘reached its limit in development 


under its present income, and that 
to keep abreast of the times it must 
receive support from the public. His 
announcement of needs for new 


salary increases, new buildings and 
equipment indicates the need, he 
said, of public subscriptions ot 
from seven to ten million dollars. 
Stanford University has reached 
a crisis in its development.” Presi- 
dent Wilbur said. “Pictured for 
years as one of the richest univer- 
sities in the world, it finds its fu- 
ture development handicapped by 
an income that is definitely limited 
at a level far below that of many 
other universities.” 
The present income of the Uni- 
versity is about $1,200,000, he 
stated, which could only be in- 
creased by investments paying large 
rates of interest, by increased 
rentals from the Palo Alto farm, by 
requiring tuition fees, or by new 
endowment funds or income. 
President Wilbur said Senator 
Stanford, founder of the university, 
emphasized the importance to secure 
ing large enough salaries to secure 
the best available instructors, but 
an increase of $200,000 annually 
was necessary in order to bring 
salaries up to present-day needs.

Churchill today is the British War 
Minister, and is generally credited 
with being the driving force behind 
the British adventure in Russia. He 
has repeatedly declared that his 
only intention was to withdraw the 
British troops from Russia, but it 
has been clear that for every man 
withdrawn two were being sent out, 
and an effort was being made to 
penetrate from Archangel and Mur- 
mansk into the heart of Russia. It 
was also clear that if this policy was 
allowed to be pursued winter would

“With the same frankness which 
tT have stated Japan's position in 
Mexico I will take up the question of 
Korea, On account of its geograph- 
leal position, coupled with political 
alignments since the war the Korean 
peninsula haa become a strategic 
point, the possession of which is ab- 
solutely necessary to the security and 
independence of the Japanese em- 
pire. For this reason if needs be, 
Japan must by force resist any at- 
tempt at setession.

N SIBERIAN AMBITION. 
The disclaimer of Japanese terri- 
torial ambitions in Siber was made

The Japanese government 
and people are one in having sym- 
Pathy with the Russians, and will 
do their best to help them antil 
such time when they can put their 
house in order. 
DENIES BOLSHEVIK STORY. 
“This ts also the policy of the 
United States, as I understand it. 
The two governments are now co- 
‘operating with the other Allied 
countries in Siberia for the same 
Purpose. American and Japanere 
boys are working shoulder to shoul- 
der in Siberia. Japan is\firml, de- 
termined to co-operate th Amer 
ica loyally and faithfully in this dis- 
interested service. ‘ 
“The reported Bolshevist story 
may be easily denied from another 
angle. The Allied and associated go 
ernments have promised Kolchak 
support. The Kolchak government le 
not yet recognized by any power as 
the representative government of the 
Russian people.

The Presidental party 
was immediately driven to the State 
Capitol where President Wilson ad- 
dressed a joint session of the State 
Legislature at 10 a.m. 
WORLD WAITS ON US. 
The cost of living, President Wil- 
son told the legislature, is largely 
due to “a world situation,” growing 
out of the sacrifices and waste of 
the war. 
Back of that, added the President, 
lay the fact that the world had not 
yet learned what the peace status 
would be.

MEDIATOR OF WORLD, 


Because of its derivations, the 
President asserted, America was

Wilson repeated many of the argu- 
ments he had used in previous ad- 
dresses.

|American” again had raised its head. 

We know the former purposes of 
German intrigue in this country and 
it’s being revived,” said Mr. Wilson, 
adding that the purpose now seemed 


out of the league so that at some 
future time the two could unite, or 
one could hold the world off while 
the other accomplished its con- 


uests. 

“There can be only one Intelligible 
reason for America staying out of 
this,” said Mr. Wilson. “And that 
is that she doesn’t want peace—she 
wants war sometime.” 

The men who oppose the league, 
added the President, have so badly 
misinterpreted the American spirit 
that they eventually would have time 
to reflect In obscurity on the mis- 
take they had made. 

GREATER THING TO RESULT. 

Just as the soldier of the Civil 
War had, saved the country, Mr. 
Wilson said, the American soldier in 
this war had saved the world.” And 
just eas a great nation had really 
been born from the Civil War, so 
“a greater thing” would result from 
the sacrifices of the past few years. 
Saying that of course the league 
would not be an absolute guarantee 
Mr. Wilson asked whether it would 
not be worth while if it reduced 
the probability even at 10 per 
cent. There were many cries of “yes, 
yes” over the hall and then a burst 
of cheers. The crowd cheered again 
when the President added “And I 
think it reduces it about 90 per 
cent.” 

The President said it was a duty 
of the United States to lead the 
way in “peaceful production” and 
that could be done best under the 
labor section of the treaty. Under 
that section, he said, a great inter- 
national labor conference would be 
held in Washington in October, 
whether the treaty had had been rati- 
fied or not. 

“The only question is,” he said, 
“whether we shall have a seat in the 
eonferences or one on the outside.“ 

An absolute, unclouded confi- 
dence,” that the treaty would be 
ratified was expressed by the Presi- 
dent, and he asked the people to 
assert their influence. 

CROWD ROARS APPROVAL. 

“T know what you want,” he said. 
“Say it and get it. Tell me you 
don’t want to do what I'm urging, 
and Tl go home.” 

There were cries of “No,” and 
“Go to it,” and the crowd rose and 
cheered. 

President Wilson glosed his ad- 
dress at 9:28 p.m. Shortly before 
the Presfdent concluded he was in- 
terrupted for a moment while a 
large bouquet of flowers for Mrs. 
Wilson, who sat near the President, 
was carried to her. 

After the President sat down, 
Mayor Hodgson asked the crowd to 
signify “by saying aye” if they were 
in favor of the League of Nations 
covenant. : A tremendous chorus of 
“ayes’’ was the response. 

President Wilson was amiling as 
he left the auditorium. He ‘imme- 
diately went to his train, which was 
to leave at 10 p.m. for Bismarck, 
N. D., where he will speak tomor- 
row afternoon. 

CAN TELL AN AMERICAN. 


President Wilson dwelt at length 
tonight on the mixed origin of the 
American people. 

“Tt is based upon long experience 
that in every part of the world I 
can récognize an American the min- 
ute I see him,” he aid. “And yet 
that is not because we are all of one 
stock. We have more people of va- 
rious origin, stock, than any people 
in the world. We come from all

people who have stood from time to 
time in the center of civilization. 

“In this part of the country i is 
doubtful whether in some of our 
great cities 50 per cent. of the peo- 
ple come from parents born in 
America. 

“The memory of America does _ 
go very far back, as measured 
the distances of history. A sae 
many millions of our people carry 
in their hearts the traditions of. 
other people, the traditions of races 
never bred in America, and yet we 
are all unmistakably and even in 
appearance American and nothing 
else. And there is only one possi- 
ble explanation of the fact, my fel- 
low-citizens, and that is that there 
is in the practice and in the tradi- 
tions of this country a set of princi- 
ples which, however imperfectly, 
get into the conscience of every man 
who lives in this country. 

LOOK TO THE FUTURE. 

“One of the chicf elements that 
makes an American is that in al- 
most every other country there is 
some class that dominates or some 
governmental party that determines 
the course of policy, or some ancient 
system of land laws that limits the 
freedom of land tenure, or some 
ancient custom which puts a man 
into a particular group in the land 
in which he lives, ard there is none 
of that in America. We do not have 
to square ourselves with standards 
that have been followed ever since 
our great-grandfathers. We are 
very much morte irterested in be- 
coming great-grandfathers than in 
having had great-grandfathers, be- 
cause our view is to the future. 

“It was universally agreed on the 
other fide of the water, that if Ger- 
many had allowed the other govern- 
mente to confer with her twenty- 
four hours before war was dec 
it would not have taken place, but 
they didn’t dare discuss it. You 
can't afford to dircuss 
when you are in the wrong. 

“We are the predestined media- 
tors of mankind. [Intense ap- 
plause.j Really then, when I hear 
gerntiemen saying we must keep out 
of this thing and take care of our- 
selves, I ask, “Where did we come 
from? Is there nobody else in the 
world that we care fer?’ 

HYPHEN RBARS HBAD. 

“Ig that what America ts with 
her mixture of blood? Why, my 
fellow citizens, that is a Pak er 
misconception of what It is to 
he an American. These gentlemen 
are doing a harm which th do 
not. realize. I want to t to 
vou here tonight, my fellow coun- 
irymen, because I have the means 
of information, that since ft has 
seemed to be uncertain whether we 
are going to play this part of tead- 
ership in the world, the old intrigues 
have up in 
again.

It is to keep America out of 
the concert of nations, in order that 
America and Germany, being out of 
that concert, may some time, in their 
mistaken dream, unite to dominate 
the world, or at any rate, the one 
to assist the other in holding the na- 
tions of the world off while its am- 
bitions are realized. 

GERMANY STILL STRO 

“There ig no conjecture 
this, my fellow. citizens. We know 
the former purposes of German 
intrigue in this country and they are 
being revised, Why? We haven't 
reduced very materially the number 
of the German people. Germany re- 
mains the great N. 
Europe. She . seventy 
millions before Poland and the oth- 
er provinces Were taken away. She 
has now more than 60,000,000 peo- 
ple. You cannot change the tem- 
per and expectations of a people by 
five years of war, particularly by 
five years of war in which they are 
not yet conscious of the wrong they 
did, or the wrong way ia which 
they did it, and they are expecting 
the time of the revival of their pow- 
er and along with the revival of 
thelr power, goes their extraor- 
dinary capacity, their unparalleled 
education, their great capacity in 
finance and manufac- 

re. 

“The German bankers and the 
German merchants and the German 
manufacturers did not want this 
war. They were making conquests 
of the world without It. They 
knew that it woulé-spoll their plans, 
not advance them. 

ONLY REASON. 

“There can be only one Intelligible 
reason for America staying out of 
this and that that she does not 
want peace; t she wants war 
sometime and the advantage which 
war will bring to her, and I want to 
fay now and here that the men who 
think, that by that thought they are 
interpreting America are making 
the sort of mistake upon which it 
will be useful for them to reflect in 
obscurity for the rest of their lives. 

It fen’t our intellectual capacity 
my fellow-citizens, that has given us 
our place in the world, though I 
rate that as high as the intellectual 
capacity of any other people that 
ever lived, but fit is the heart that 
lies back of the mind that makes 
America. [Applause.] I have no 
doubt this room is full of mothers 
and fathers and wives who sent 
their loved young men France. 
What did you send them there for? 
What made you proud that they were 
going? What made you willing that 
they should go? Did you think they 
were seeking to aggrandize Americ: 
some way? Did you think they were 
going ‘to take something for America 


Did you think that they were going 
into a quarrel which they had pro- 
voked and must maintain? The ques- 
tion answers itself. 

“You were proud that they should 
go because they were going on an 
errand of self-sacrifice in the inter- 
ests of mankind. Ah, when theso 
youngsters grow old who have come 
back from the flelds of France, what 
a Halo there will be around their 
brows! They saved the world. They 
are of the same stuff as those old 
veterans of the Civil War. Now, mind 
you, I was born and bred in the 
South, but I can pay that tribute 
with all my heart to the men who 
saved the Union. We ought to have 
been saved. It was the greatest thing 
that men had conceived up to that 
time. 

FINEST SIGHT IN PARIS. 

“T gaw many fine sights in Paris, 
many gallant sights, many sights 
that quickened the pulse, but my 
pulse never beat so fast as when 
I saw groups of our boys swinging 
along the street. They looked as if 
they owned something, and they 
aid. They owned the finest thing 
in the world. The thing that we 
are going to bring to the others. 
They owned the ideals and concep- 
tions that will govern the world.

CITY WILL LEAD 
IN MAKING OLEO 


New Morris will Stes 
Seven States. 


Plant will be Ready to Oper- 
ate Within Ten Days. 


Raw Material to Come 
Through this Port. 


With the completion within ten 
days of its new factory in the Whole- 
sale Terminal Building by Morris & 
Company of Chicago, Los Angeles 
will take the lead in the manufac- 
ture of oleomargarine in the West. 
Plans for the factory were consid- 
ered for some time, and this city 
was finally selected after Chicas 


to be one of the most modern in the 
country, will supply California. 
Washington, Oregon, Utah, Nevada, 
Arizona and New Mexico. 

The importance of such a plant ts 
shown by the amount of oleomar- 
garine used in this city. In 1915, it 
Was stated, there was only 30,000 
pounds a week used in Los Angeles. 
Now there is in excess of 50,000 
pounds used. The State consumption 
is placed at 18,000,000 pounds a 
year. The ned factory will start with 
a force of 200 men. The capacity 
is said to be 750,000 pounds a month, 
working one eight-hour shift a day. 
As all the other Morris plants are 
working three shifts, it is thought 
that such a system will soon be. insti- 
tuted here. 

E. C. Learmont, local manager of 
the Morris branch, who will have 
the supervision of the new factory, 
stated yesterday that the latest inno- 
vations have Deen adopted in the 
plant. All receptacles that bold the 
product during the churning process 
are glass lined. The pipes that con- 
nect the different vats are movable 
and are lined with glass as well. A: 
no time during the manufacture.” 
said Mr. Learmont, “does the hand 
come in contact with the ocleomar- 
garine.”” He stated that the em- 
Ployees will be dressed in white and 
that they will be required to observe 
all rules of cleanliness. The engi- 
neers, in plann@®g the building, even 
looked into the covering of the walls 
and eliminated crevices in which dust 
could gather. 

It is planned to bring all raw ma- 
terial used in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine to Los Angeles 
through the local port. Some of the 
ingredients come from the Orient, 
and Mr. Learmont believes that the 
home office will make this harbor 
the West Coast port. Negotiations are 
now under way to have the ships 
call here before touching San Fran- 
cisco, or have them make this their 
terminal. Material, other than that 
imported, will be taken from Califor- 
nia points. Imperial Valley furnishes 
many of the items necessary for the 
manufacture, including oleo oil and 
neutral lard. 

J. R. Cruzen, national manager of 
all of the Morris oleomargarine 
Plants, has come here to assist in 
getting the plant in operation. He 
has brought with him Frank John- 
son, head churner for the company 
for sixteen years. Otherwise, the em- 
Ployees will be taken from Los An- 
geles.

metes and bounds and that of Cox 
by numbers. 

The bone of the contention ap- 
pears to be, was Miss Hart in rear 
possession of the d at the time 
that Cox made his application for 
the quarter-section? The case has 
been boxed around the compass of 
State and Federal jurisdictions since 
Miss Hart, when a mere child, was 
made the beneficiary of the entry 
of her father, and she later, when 
achieving her majority, went on the 
land in 1909 and by cultivation pro- 
ceeded to comply with the public 
land laws. The land officials found 
in favor of Cox and he was given the 
vatent. The Superior and Supreme 
courts of California decided in fa- 
vor of Miss Hart, and now the liti- 
gation comes before Judge Trippet 
for the final disposal of a most trou- 
blesome question.

ISUGAR LIKELY 
TO BE HIGHER’ 


Expert so Tells Mayor’s Fair 
Price Committee. 


Says Jobbers Get Undue Profit 

and Retailers Nothing. 

Beet Crop but Sixty Per Cent. 
of Normal Amount.

Cosmo Morgan, representative of 


refineries, admitted yesterday before 
the Mayor's Fair-Price Committee 
that the jobbers of Southern Cali- 
fornia are adding to each 100 pounds 
of sugar manufactured and sold here 
the freight rate from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles, and thereby increas- 
ing their profit $72.60 per car, but 
declared that, to offset this, sugar 
was sold here during the war period 


at a lower price than any other point 
in the world. He offered no solu- 
tion for the problem of the retailer. 
who is paying $19.20 a sack in the 
local market for sugar and is pro- 
hibited from charging more than 
the government price of 11 cents a 
pound. The allowed profit does not 
pay for the bags and twine used, 
the retailers declare. 

Mr. Morgan predicted a higher 
price in sugar for the coming year, 
declaring that the beet crop here is 
but 60 per cent. of normal, and that 
one of his companies, which usually 
refines 1,200,000 sacks, will have a 
shortage this year of 700,000 bags. 
Mr. Morgan stated that Europe is 
competing with the United States in 
the buying of Cuban sugar, and that 
without government control of cane 
sugar for the coming year, the price 
will undoubtedly be stiffer than be- 
fore. 

Representatives of Morris & Com- 
pany and Armour & Company testi- 
fied. As neither of these concerns. 
deals in fresh meat here, they were 
questioned only in brief. The Cudahy 
Packing Company did not have a 
representative at the hearing. 


SEPTEMBER’S WATER 
INCREASE IS LARGE. 


FORTY-TWO MILLION GALLONS, 
DAILY FOR CITY PROPER; 
TANK’S EFFICIENCY. 


The amount of Los Angeles aque- 
duct water delivered to the city prop- 
er, by way of the Franklin Canyon 
reservoir, has increased perceptibly 
during the past year, says the bulle- 
tin for the month of September t«- 
sued by the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners yesterday. 

“The average consumption ot 
aqueduct water,” says this bulletin, 
“through this source, has been in 
excess of 30,000,000 gallons per day 
during the entire year, while at the 
present time in excess of 42,000,000 
gallons per day ts being supplied to 
the city from the aqueduct.” 

It is stated that this increased de- 
livery has been made possible 
largely by the operation of the West- 
ern-avenue tank, located three-quar- 
ters of a mile south of Manchester 
avenue, on Western avenue. It has 
a capacity of 7,000,000 gallons, and 
automatically serves as a balance to 
the flow of the aqueduct water 
through the Western-avenue trunk 
line by storing the surplus water 
during the hours of low consumption 
and emptying during the peak-load 
period, thus having the effect of dou- 
bling the capacity of the trunk linc. 

This tank’s operation alone, it is 
stated, has resulted in a saving of 
nearly $500,000 in the construction 
of large pipe lines which otherwise 
would be necessary to serve the same 
territory. 

The bulletin ateates that in addi- 
tion to the aqueduct serving large 
areas of land with water for irriga- 
tion, it is at the same time serving 
at least one-half of the city’s entire 
needs, and by the construction „: 
trunk lines, contemplated for the 
near future, this area will be greatly 
increased within the next year. 


WIFE AN ABSENTEE. 


Veteran’s Desert lon Suit Reacts, So 
He Must Pay Costs.

After having been married to Mrs. 


Lydia Townsend for three years, 
Henry C. Townsend filed suit for di- 
vorce, claiming desertion. He was in 
Judge Myers’s court, yesterday, op- 
posing any order for attorney's fees 
and costs to enable his wife to con- 
test his case. He stated that he is 
drawing a pension of $37 a month, 
and one-half of that amount he de- 
clared his wife receives. 

Justice Summerfield, representing 
Mr. Townsend, told the court that 
correspondence on file indicates that 
Mrs. Townsend is having a good 
time traveling about the country. 
This drew the remark from Judge 
Myers: 

“It would appear from these let- 
ters that Mrs. Townsend has been 
visiting relatives for more than a 
year. I can see how the saving in 
the cost of living might readily off- 
set the railroad fares she pays to 
go from one relative to another.” 

Mrs. Townsend, who is 57 years 
old, was not in court Mr. Town- 
send, who is 73 years of age, 
and during the Civil War was 
orderly on the staff of Gen. Benjamin 
Harrison, later President of the 
United States, was ordered to pay 
$20 to apply on attorney's fees and 
costs of the suit.

Similar sales will be- 
gin at that time, it was said, in Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis, 
New Orleans, San Antonio, EI Paso, 
Washington, D. C., and Jefferson- 
ville, Ind. 

Catalogues, quoting prices and 
enumerating the location of stores 
to which residents of each of the 
several States should address their 
mail orders, are being prepared by 
the War Department. The govern- 
ment to open retall stores in 
the cith named above and the 
goods offered for sale will be avail- 
able through mail orders to all oth- 
er communities in the United States. 
The War Department, it was said, 
has large surplus stocks of socks, 
underwear, shirts, raincoats, blank- 
ete, gloves, tobacco, soap and other 
commodities and these will be sold 
direct to the consumer.

Ten- 
ants, unable to find new quarters, re- 
fuse to move at the behest of the 
landlords. while the courts have 
ceased to entertain applications for 
writs of expulsion, there not being 
enough process servers to bande 
those already issued. 

Fifty thousand notices te vacate 
were served on tenants fer the end 
of the second quarter of this year. 
Such notices were recefved by all 
the tenants of some apartment- 
houses, showing how generally land- 
lords have sought to increase rents. 
The exten! of the movement has 
provoked the passage by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies of a bill extending 
for twe years all verbal leases made 
wince the beginning of the war.

UNDERWENT OPERATION, BUT 

BELIEVED TO BE RECOVER- 
ING; 49 YEARS OLD. 


(BY A P. NIGHT 
NEW YORK, Sept. 9%.—John 
Mitchell, former president of the 


union labor leaders in the United 
States, died at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon at the Post Graduate Hos- 
pital. 

Mr. Mitchel was only 49 years 
old. Although he underwent an oper- 
ation ten days ago for the removal 
of gallstones, his condition had been’ 
reported as satisfactory and his death 
was wholly unexpected by friends. 

With Mr. Mitchell when he died 
were his wife, son and daughter. 
Gov. Smith, who had called to in- 
quire about his condition, arrived 
only a few minutes after he had 
breathed his last. His physicians 
said that while there had been every 
reason to expect his recovery, Mr. 
Mitchell had failed to rally from the 
operation. 

Since 1915, Mr. Mitchell had been 
chairman of the New York State In- 
dustrial Commission. He also served 
as president of the State Food Com- 
mission, chairman of the Federal 


York State Council of farms and 
markets and as a member of the 
Federal milk commision for the 
Eastern States. His home was in 
Mount Vernon. 

Mr. Mitchell was born in Braid- 
wood, III., February 4, 1870. 

At the age of 11 years he worked 
in the coal mines, obtaining his edu- 
cation by studying at night. He soon 
“nt an interest in labor prob- 
ems. 

Feeling that some time he would 
become a champion of the laboring 
man’s cause, he began the y of 
law but soon gave it up to ect 
his knowledge of economics d la- 
bor questions. 

In 1885 while 
the mines, he joined the Knights of 
Labor, subsequently traveling exten- 
sively through the West in the 
combined interest of mining de- 
velopments and labor. In the early. 
nineties he was appointed secretary 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, becoming president of the 
organization in 1889 and 
without interruption until 1908. 

His affiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor began in 1898 
with an appointment as fourth vice- 
president of the national body. He 
became second vice-president in 
1900 and continued in this office un- 
til 1914. 

During the war his activities were 
centered in work connected the 
State Food Commission, of. which 
was appointed president. : 

During his strenuous life as a la- 
bor- leader and organizer, Mr. 
Mitchell found time to write numer- 
ous books on the subject nearest his 
heart. 

Mr. Mitchell is survived by his 
widow, a daughter and three sons.

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DRYING PEACHES BY | 
HOME FACILITIES. 


I. & Department of Agriculture) 
Peaches are usually dried un- 
peeled, although a superior variety 
is made by removing the skins. Se- 
lect peaches for drying which are 
ripe, but not soft. Wash, cut in half, 
remove stone and place in trays 
with the pit side up. 

Many housewives use a lye solu- 
tion for removing the skins. Dissolve 
two pounds of commercial con- 
centrated lye in ten gallons of wa- 
ter. When boiling hot, place the 
peaches in a wire or wooden basket 
and plunge into the solution for one 
to two minutes, moving the basket 
up and down to hasten contact with 
the lye. 

Lift from lye when fine cracks or 
checks in the peel appear. Plunge 
immediately into cold water and 
move about to wash off the lye. Re- 
move the skins by rubbing between 
the hands or with a brush. Wash 
to remove the adhering lye. Halve, 
take out pits and place on the drier, 
cavity side up. 

If peaches are dried in the sun, 
cover with muslin or mosquito net- 
ting to protect from insects the same 
as with other kinds of fruit. In an 
artificially heated drier the tempera- 
ture at the beginning of drying 
should not be more than 120 deg. 
F. 


the freshly cut surface, the product 
is sufficiently dry. Transfer from the 
drier to large, clean wooden or 
pasteboard boxes and cover with 
muslin which will admit the air and 
exclude insects. Place the box in 
a warm room in a rather dark spot. 
Stir daily until the fruit is in a uni- 
form condition, after which pack 
it in permanent containers and store 
in a dry, airy place.

ing soda to 1 quart water.) Half

{top jar is used, or fasten the top 


bail if a glass-top jar is used. Place 
Jars on false bottom in the water 
bath canner, either home made or 
commercial. Water should cover the 
tops of the jars. If one period of 
processing is used, boll for 180 min- 


utes after water starts to boil. If 
the intermittent processing is fol- 
lowed, boil one hour on each of 
three successive days. 

A steam-pressure canner is rec- 
ommended for the canning of lima 
beans. If one is used, process for 
forty-five minutes 
pounds of steam at a temperature 
of 240 deg. F. After processing 
the required time, remove the filled 
containers, tighten the covers of the 
jars, cool and test the seal. When 
cold, wrap in paper and store in a 
dry, cool, dark place. 

Usually, a better flavored finished 
lima bean product is obtained by 
drying lima beans instead of can- 
ning them. 

Very large lima beans are often 
canned with corn for succotash in 
parts of the country where corn 
beans mature at the same time.

TEXT OF GOVERNOR 
STEPHENS’S SPEECH. 


The following is the text of the 
speech delivered yesterday by Gov. 
Stephens at the Admission Day cele- 
bration at Orange County Park: 

California celebrates today the 
sixty-ninth anniversary of her ad- 
mission to Statehood. With every 
commonwealth, entrance into the 
Union must have been the occasion 
of profound rejoicing, for there was 
instinct in the pioneers who 
founded new States, a love 
of self-government which was in- 
compatible with an inferior, terri- 
torial status and which chafed un- 
der Federal jurisdiction over local 
affairs. 

Such conditions were felt in an ex- 
traordinary degree in California, 
situated on the western rim of the 
continent, peopled by bold and ad- 
venturous spirits and separated from 
the older States by desert wastes 
and formidable mountain ranzes 
across which as yet no railroad had 
found its way. 

I physical and political isola- 
tion an obvious disadvantage, 
and upon that disadvantage difficul- 
ties of adjustment were imposed, 
growing out ot intense sectional 
jJealousies that then prevailed be- 
tween the North and the South, each 
seeking to obtain and perpetuate 
control of the Federal government. 
But the will and purpose of the 
pioneers proved irresistible. They 
overcame all obstructions. swept 
aside all objections, organized their 
State government, adgpted their 
constitution and presented them- 
selves at Washington with a demand 
for admission to the Union. 

NEW STAR IN FLAG. 

On this day, sixty-nine years ago, 
Millard Fillmore then being Presi- 
Gent of the United States, the act 
of admission was signed and a new 
star added to the constellation of the 

tes. 

Thrice in these years has Califor- 
nia been called upon to play her 
equal part with her sisters in armed 
richts of the re- 
public. In the unhappy Civil War 
that tore the nation temporarily as- 
under, when the seeds of difference 
sown in the days of the framing of 
the constitution bore their bloody 
harvest, California stood for the per- 
peuity of the Union. 

When conditions in Cuba com- 
pelled America’s intervention and 
the war with Spain resulted, Call- 
fornia sent her sons to the Philip- 
pines to battle in their country’s 
cause. 

When Germany's purpose to sub- 
ject the whole world to her domin- 
ion drew the United States to the 
rescue of free institutions in their 
}darkest hour of common peril, Cali- 
fornia spared neither life nor 
treasure in her purpose to safeguard 
the liberties of mankind. If rights 
of inestimable value were won when 
California: was admitted to the 
Union, sixty-nine years ago this day, 
obligations as sacred were incurred, 
and as we have always vizilantly 
guarded the one, so we have always 
zealously discharged the other. 


TODAY'S. PROBLEM. 


From generation to generation 
the torch of progress is handed on, 
and woe to the generation that suf- 
fers the light to be extinguished. We 
cannot sleep upon the honors that 
were won by the pioneers and their 
earliér successors. As in courage 
and wisdom they discharged the 
problems of their day, so in equal 
patriotism and purpose, we must 
give the best that is in us to the 
right solution of the probiems that 
in our turn we are called upon 
to face, dealing with them loftily, 
not as partisans, but as Americans. 

California cannot escape this re- 
sponsibility if it would, and I would 
not have it make such escape if it 
could. 

We cannot better celebrate the 
birthday of our beloved State, we 
cannot better honor the memory 
of the gallant men and women who 
were the builders of the common- 
wealth, we cannot better honor the 
achievements, the patriotism and the 
loyalty of the men of California who 
Are just returning from their noble 
gervice in their country’s defense, 
nor can we better honor the proud 
memory of our heroic sons who gave 
their lives for their country’s flag.

GOLD FOR BRANDING NUTS. 


Hoping to win the $10,000 prize 
offered six months ago by the Cali- 
fornia Walnut Growers’ Association 
for a machine that will place its 
diamond brand on every walnut sat- 
isfactorily and economically, more 
than 100 inventors in all parts of 
the country have submitted working 
models of walnut-branding machines. 

These are now awaiting the deci- 
sion of a committee of judges who 
will deliberate next Tuesday. The 
judges are H. C. Sharp, C. C. Teague, 
Ralph McNees, R. W. George, R. 
H. Neely, H. W. Lewis and C. 
Thorpe, all directors of the associa- 
tion. In the process of elimination 
tto choose the most desirable group 
of models, the judges have been as- 
sisted by Frank Hayes, a mechanical 
engineer, who invented the walnut- 
cracking machine used in association 
by-product factories for three years. 

Mr. Hayes says that at least three 
machines submitted are practicable. 
At their next meeting the judges 
will probably make a final selection 
and award the prize, he states, 

Nearly all of the machines are 
based upon the principle of a travel- 
ing belt conveying the wainuts be- 
neath soft-rubber stamps which 
place the diamond brand upon the 
shell. A few models employ the air- 
brush principle or a fine spray of ink.
